Mussolini is aware of the fact that 
the Fascist revolution should do a 
great deal more than it has done, but 
from the beginning it has been his 
desire to accomplish the revolution 
gradually in the different phases He 
says the time for the second phase 
has come. 
Although a majority of the people 


of Italy understand fascismo, accord- 
ing to the appeal, there are many 
politicians and influential people of 
the old school who have not learned 
anything that fascismo tried to teach 
them 
Against these elements, the

The groups hostile- to the~Fasd5ti 
include the communist and- socialist 
leaders, who during the last few days 
s^em to be raising again a protesting 
voice in the Chamber of Deputies and 
old democrats.

Judge Groner of Norfolk 


Refused Plea in Outlawed 
Charge in Ferrebee Case. 


RICHMOND, June 1.—Willie Fere- 


bee of Larchmont, draft dodger, was 
found gruilty by a Federal Court Jury 
yesterday. 
Motion for a new trial 


was immediately made by counsel 
and Ferebee was released undt-j $1,- 
EOO bond, pending hearing befdre 
Judge Gron't"t>n June 13. 


The statute of limitations, depend- 


ed upon by the defense, failed to hold 
In aie case, under the instructions of 
the court that it did not extend to a 
person fleeing: from justice, and the 
.nterpretation placed by Judge Oro- 
ner on tne status of a fugitive, 
Ferebee, for whom Department of 


Justice agents, county officers 
and 


police have searched in vain since 
June 5, IS 17, when the draft lav/ bo- 
came effective, was surrendered by 
his attorneys at the opening of the 
-resent term of Federal Court. 
He 


\vs!= placed on trial on a criminal in- 
formation filed by District Attorney 
Ker.-, charging him w:th having fail- 
ed to register under the selective ser- 
vice law. 
The defense admitted Ferebee was 
a draft dodger but held he had nev- 
er left the jurisdiction of the court 
and therefore the charge became out- 
lawed under the statute of limita- 
tions. 
Ralph H. Daughton, first govern- 
ment witness, testified a report -was 
made to the Department of Justice. 
of which he was then tne head in 
this district/-, that Ferebee failed to 
register for the draft and that up to 
the time of his resignation from the 
department in 1921, every effort had 
been made to locate Ferebee. 
Ralph-K. Dawson, formerly special 
agent under Mr. Daughton, testified 
he handled the Ferebee case and 
made several visits to the Ferebee 
home near Larchmont in an effort to 
locate the man, and that he searched 
the home en several instances, but 
without success. 
He testified Fere- 


bee's mother and father steadfastly 
refused or were unable to give any 
information regarding the wherea- 
bouts of their son. 
William H. Jenkins, former agent 
under Mr. Daughton, gave similar 
testimony. 
Sheriff A. A. Wendell, of Norfolk 
county, a member of'the registration 
board, testified Ferebee failed to reg- 
ister for the draft and that he was 
reported to the Department of Jus- 
tice.County Officer L. C. Darden testi- 
fied he searched for Ferebee without 
success from the time he was report- 
ed to him by the Department of Jus- 
tice until he learned Ferebee had 
surrendered himself," and had never 
been able to locate him.

rags and in a state of squalor almost 
unbelievable, are

them because'they have no place for 
them, all available buildings and en- 
campments throughout the nation be- 
ing already jammed with more than 
a million refugees who have already 
arrived m Greece.

•Whfch'-time the'Tfb'ofa sKeep'w'as 
grafted in his face. He was discharg- 
ed from the hospital as unfit for mil- 
itary duty. After the close of hostil- 
ities he went back to pugilism. He 
turned from boxing to fighting and 
had marked success.
